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Alexander Young JACKSON 
HILLS OF BOLTON GLEN Donated by the Artist. 


A. Ye Jackson was born in Montreal in 1882. He began work for a 
lithographing house, studied art with Edmond Dyonnet and William Brymner 
at the Monument National, Montreal. He went to England in 1905 and 
visited Paris and Rotterdam. He studied at Julian's in Paris and 
travelled in France, Italy and Holland. Returned to Montreal and 
painted at Sweetsburg in 1910. In 1913 he painted at Georgian Bay and 
settled in Toronto. In 1914 he went to Algonquin Park with Tom Thomson. 
He served in the Army from 1915 and painted for Canadian War Memorials 
1917-19. He returned to Toronto and began to paint in Algoma, the lower 
St. Lawrence, Jasper Park, British Columbia, the Arctic, on the Alaska 
Highway and many more places. 


He taught in Banff Summer School 1943-1949, original member of 
Group of Seven, 1920 and of the Canadian Group of Painters, 1933. 


AoRoCeAo 1914, RoCeAo 1919, LL.D. 1941 (Queen's), 1953 (McMaster), 
1957 (Carleton), C.M.G. 1946. Lived in Toronto until 1955 when he 
moved to Manotick, Ontario, near Ottawa. 


Sarah ROBERTSON 1891-1948 
"AUTUMN" Donated by Mrs. G. Shemilt 


Sarah Robertson was born in Montreal. She was a pupil of 
William Brymner and Maurice Cullen. Influenced by Group of Seven. 
Founding member of C.G.P. 1933. Died in Montreal. 


Retrospective exhibition of her work was organized by the 
National Gallery of Canada in 1951. 


Prudence HEWARD 1896-1947 
"OLD CHURCH" Donated by the estate of Artist. 


Efa Prudence Heward was born in Montreal. She was a pupil of 
William Brymner and Randolph Hewton at the school of the Art 
Association of Montreal, also studied at the Academie Colarossi, 
Paris. Founding member of the Canadian Group of Painters, 1933. 


She was a painter of figures, landscapes and still life. She 
worked in Montreal, the Laurentian Hills, the Eastern Townships of 
Quebec, on the St. Lawrence near Brockville and in Bermuda. She 
died while visiting California. 
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William BRYMNER 
"WINTER" Donated by Bruck Mills. 


William Brymner was born in Greenock, Scotlande He was the son 
of Dr. Douglas Brymner, the first Dominion Archivist. He was brought 
by his family to Melbourne, Quebec, in 1857. He studied architecture 
with the chief government architect in Ottawa. 


He went to Paris in 1878, turned to painting and studied at 
Julian's with Carolus=Duran. He was Director of classes at the Art 
Association of Montreal, 1886-1921. A.R.CeAe 1883, R.CoAo 1886, 
P.RoCeoAo 1909-1918, C.M.G. 1916. Died at Wallasey Cheshire. He 
was a painter of figures and landscapes. 


Nora COLLYER 
“FOSTER, PsQ. VILLAGE" Donated by the Artist. 


Nora Collyer has exhibited in the Montreal Museum, National 
Gallery, Toronto Gallery and across Canada, also represented in 
many private collectionse She has conducted children's classes 
at the Art Gallery, Trafalgar School and settlements. With her 
rare gift of understanding she has made a great contribution in 
her work with the sick children at the Children's Memorial Hospital. 


She has painted especially in the Eastern Townships, principally 
in Knowlton and Magog and also Lower St. Lawrence.

Ethel Seath is a member of the Canadian Group, she has been 
represented at the National Gallery, Montreal Museum, Toronto

She has painted 
in the Laurentians and Lower St. Lawrence, taught art at the Baron 
Byng High School and organized the first children's classes at the 
Montreal Museum. 


She is a Supervisor of Art in the schools under the Protestant 
School Boarde Directed Art Methods Course in the Department of 
Education, McGill, and on the staff of Banff School of Art.

Merrill Peck studied at the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts 
and with Herman Heimlich, and attended the Institute Allende, 
Mexico, in 1958. 


Her work has been shown at the Spring Exhibition, Montreal, 
The Royal Canadian Academy, and at this year's exhibition of the 
Hamilton Art Gallery and the Montreal “Square des Arts". In 
addition, she has had several private showings.

Andrei Zadorozny was born in Borsziw, in South-West Ukraine, 
where he received his first art instruction. 


He came to Canada in 1937 and spent four years in Alberta 
teaching literature and dramatics in Ukrainian Institutions. 


In 1941 he arrived in Montreal where he continued his work 
and attended Sir George Williams College School of Art and 
lectures on French and English literature. 


In 1945, Zadorozny was called to Canadian Army; 1946 after 
being released from Services, he entered the School of Art and 
Design, of Montreal Museum of Fine Arts. Was awarded a Scholarship 
and Award the first year = Second year, an Award and Certificate - 
the third in 1949 a Diploma and Award. 


Since 1949 he has held many one-man exhibitions and group. 


Presently he is on the staff of the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts.

G. Norris Fuller was born at East Farnham. Parents were 
John Norris and Frankie May Welch - both families being early 
settlers and pioneers. 


She was educated at Cowansville High School =- One Scholarship -

Licentiate in Music and in Singing. Organ recitalist. Studied Art 
at the Museum of Fine Arts and under private teachers. Studied 
Sculpture at Provincial School and privately under Elzeas Soucy. 
Exhibited at Spring Shows at Montreal Museum of Fine Arts and in 
Five one-man exhibitions. At present she is teaching two classes 
of young adults in Montreal. She has also been represented in 
private collections in Australia, England, Switzerland, United States 
and Canada.
